There are multitudinous 
Interests pn every side. The current of life moves swiftly. But in 
the small towin -there are few wholesome interests and activities. The 
current of life runs slowly, sluggishly and often deposits much sedi- 
ment. 
Time hang'3 heavy on the boy or girl's hands1 outside of 


school and chore hours. There is no place to go to except, the 
streets and tilie railroad stations. They "loaf" together in one place 
or the othe.r. And much mischief results. Indeed, I am inclined to 
think that the moral tone of the youth in our small towns and rur- 
al communities is even lower- than it is in the lavge cities, There 
is more vile talk and often more vile actions. 


Here is the problem- for tho churdic-s and for. all who are in- 


terested an social welafre, especially in the wholes-ciner.ss of our 
young life, and it can be secured only bs; positive and conMructive 
isocial work, by giving that wholesome moral vent to the brimming 
energies of youth which shall relieve the pressure that \vould other- 
wise explode In mischief, by so occupying the idle young life wilb. 
good interes'tiS and activities tfcat it shall have no room for the bad. 


Institutions may be useful helps in that work. .But there la all 


outdoors in the country and what is chiefly wanted is men who know- 
how to he boys- and win l.'noir enthusiastic loyalty, an-d' following and 
women who know il:ow to be gifls and win their whole hearted love 
and confidence. 
If you have such men and women, your streets and 


your .fields and your homes will furnish ycu all the apparatus and' 


club rooms you need.
